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BOARD OF GOVERNORS

At its July 9 meeting, the Board of 
Governors appointed GEORGE FORD as Dean of 
Engineering. He is a graduate of The 
University of Alberta, and has been a staff 
member since 1948, and Chairman of the 
Department of Mechanical Engineering since 
1959. 

The Board approved the name change 
of the Faculty of Graduate | Studies. The 
Faculty will now be known as the “Faculty of 
Graduate Study and Research.” 

The Faculty’s research policy statement was 
also approved. The statement reads, “The 
University of Alberta recognizes that one of the 
main purposes of University research is the 
discovery and dissemination of new knowledge. 
Research, therefore, which is pursued under 
conditions which preclude normal publication 
is not compatible with University policy, and 
any exception to this principle shall be subject 
to formal review procedures by the University. 
All research theses accepted in partial 
fulfillment of degree requirements shall be 
accessible in the University Library, unless the 
Graduate Faculty Council shall have voted that 
a particular thesis should not be generally 
available.”

The question of faculty membership on the 
Board was discussed. The Board was reluctant 
to increase faculty membership, now comprising 
two voting members, but it agreed to investigate 
the method of their appointment. At present 
under The Universities Act they are nominated 
by the General Faculties Council and appointed 
by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, 


The Board moved that the section of The 
Universities Act pertaining to powers of 
delegation within the University be changed. 
Under the Act, the President may delegate 
responsibility to a Vice-President, but a 
Vice-President may not delegate responsibility 
to an Associate Vice-President, which is rather 
a nuisance for Vice-Presidents. As an interim 
measure the Board passed a resolution 
empowering an Associate Vice-President to 
perform the Vice-President’s duties when the 
Vice-President is absent or for any reason 
unable to perform an assigned responsibility. 


The Board approved the addition of a day 
care centre and adjoining playground to the 
Students’ Union housing project, a long range 
power utilities study, and a fifty-cent increase 
in Students’ Union fees, effective in 1972. 

Discussion of the University’s policy of 
witholding students’ marks as a penalty for 
various offences was tabled.
